Albany, N. Y., October 8,—()—On 
his way to Tennessee and Kentucky on 
the resumption of his campaign for the 
presidency, Governor Smith will tra- 
yerse sections of Virginia and North 
Carolina and make rear platform ap- 
pearances in at least five cities of 
these states. 

A partial itinerary for the second 
campaign tour of the democratic presi- 
dential nominee, announced by him to- 
hight, calls for his departure by reg- 
ular train from Albany tomorrow at 
12:40 p. m. for New York. After 
conferences there with party leaders 
Wednesday, he will board his special 
train and depart for the south at 11 
o'clock Wednesday night. 

Richmond will be the first stop for 
a personal appearance by the nominee 
from the rear of his eleven-car train, 


9:15 a.°m., Thursday being the time 
set for his arrival at the Virginia 
capital. The length of the stay there 
and at the other cities en route to 
Tennessee was not announced. 
Raleigh, N. C., will be reached at 
3 p. m. the same day and other cities 
in that state where stops are planned

HE WILL APPROVE 
SHOALS PROJECT 


After Visit to Tennessee 
Nominee Declares Gov- 
ernment Operation Is 
All Right There.

Washington, October 8.—Herbert 

Hoover favors the dedication of Mus- 
cle Shoals to agriculture for research 
purposes and development of ferti- 
lizers in addition to its national de- 
fense reserves, he said tonight in a 
formal statement issued at his head- 
quarters. 

“After these purposes are satisfied 
there is a by-product of superfluous 
power. That by-preduct should be dis- 
posed of on such terms and condi- 
tions as’ will safeguard and protect all 


public interest.” 

The statement of the republican 
presidential eandidate was issued after 
his attention had been called to a 
special dispatch from Knoxville, pub- 
lished in a Washington newspaper, 
quoting him as having said that his 
reference in his speech at Elizabeth- 
ton, Tenn., last Saturday as to the 
desirability of government ownership 
in certain instances “means Muscle 
Shoals.” 

‘“‘Some discussion has arisen in con- 
nection with Muscle Shoals,” his 
statement said. “Is stated at Eliza- 
bethton that: 

“‘T do not favor any general ex- 
tension of the federal government into 
the operation of business in competi- 
tion with its citizens.’ 

“T further stated that: 

“‘There are local instances where 
the government must enter the busi- 
ness field as a by-product of some 
great major purpose such as improve- 
ment in navigation, flood control, 
scientific research or national defense, 
but they do not vitiate the general 
policy to which we should adhere.’ 

“The news item from Knuoxville 
specifically states: ‘Asked. coneerning 
the reference in his speech as to the 
desirability of government owner- 
ship in certain instances, Mr. Hoover 
said: 

*“*You may state that means Mus- 
cle Shoals.’ 

“In this statement I was incorrect- 
ly quoted. 

“There is no question of govern- 
ownership about Muscle Shoals as 
the government already owns both the 
power and the nitrate plants. The 
major purposes which were advanced 
for its construction were navigation, 
scientific research and national de- 
fense.

$275,000 IN GEMS 
REPORTED TAKEN 


Men Overlook Package 
Containing $15,000 
Bracelet; Robbery Oc- 
curs on 14th Story. 


New York, October 8.—(#)—Dia- 
monds valued at $275,000 were taken 
today by four robbers who invaded the 
A. K. S. Jewelry and Manufacturing 
company on West Forty-sixth street, 
tied two gem merchants to a radiator 
and escaped in the noonday crowd. 

Solomon B. Stein, member of the 
firm, was displaying some stones to 
Joseph Goldmuntz, a jeweler, in the 
inner office of the company’s twelfth 
floor suite when the door buzzer rang. 
Stein answered the bell and was con- 
fronted by four men, one of whom 
thrust a revolver close to his fice. 

“Now don’t be silly,” advised the 
stranger, “because if you move we'll 
fill you with lead.” 

The four men followed Stein 
the inner room where Goldmuntz was 
looking at wallets of diamonds 
lying on a desk. He was told to put 
up his hands. While one robber seiz- 
ed the stones, others bound the jeweler 
to a radiator. 

Stein was then cscorted to the safe 
from which the visitors took gems 
valued at $75,000. After tying the 
proprietor to the radiator beside Gold- 
muntz, the robbers departed. 

First estimates placed the loss at 
$400,000, divided equally between the 
diamonds in the safe and those in the 
wallets. Later, however, it was learn- 
ed that the value of the former assort- 
ment was $75,000. 

The bandits missed a $15,000 dia- 
mond-studded bracelet which a jewel- 
er had sent to Stein for repairs.

The young attorney commented 
merely “I have nothing to say” when 
he emerged from Justice Brandeis’ 
home here tonight. But his disclosure

19—a week from Friday. Only execu- 
tive clemency by the California gov- 
ernor could save him if all members 
of the court refuse to grant the appeal 
from the California supreme court de- 
cision approving the conviction and 
sentence.

Unable To Escape Fire 
at Penitentiary. 


THREE PROBES 
GET UNDER WAY 


Doors Are Thrown Open 
to Men Who Forfeited 
Freedom But Only Res- 
pite Found in Death. 


Junetion City, Ohio, October 8—(/) 
While men toiled to bring out the 
charred remains of the victims, two 
jnvestigations were under way tonight 
and a third had been planned to fix the 
cause of the fire which is believed to 
have caused the death of 17 to 20 
convicts when it destroyed the wooden 
dormitory at the state brick plant here 
early today. 

John E. Harper, state welfare di- 
re¢tor, launched an investigation im- 
mediately upon his arrival from Co- 
lumbus, and Governor Donahey order- 
ed C. H. Sisson, his personal investi- 
gator, to the brick plant late today to 
conduct an inquiry. Warden P. E. 
Thomas, of the Ohio penitentiary, tele- 
phoned from Kansas City that he was 
returning at once to investigate the 
fire, 

20 Prisoners Missing. 

Twenty prisoners were 
prison officials to be missing. Twelve 
others seriously burned injured 
were taken to the penitentiary hos- 
pital at Columbus for treatment. The 
same officials said they believed three 
of the 20 missing men had: seized the 
opportunity to escape from the cus- 
tody of the guards during the confusion 
that followed discovery of the fire, but 
others including some of the convicts 
declare none escaped. 

The fire, according prisoners, 
guards and officials here, started in 
the commissary room where linen sup- 
plies were stored and is believed to 
have been caused by defective electric 
wiring. 

The work of removing the remains 
from the ruins of the dormitory was 
begun late today. and it was a diffi- 
cult and gruesome task. Most of the 
bodies were so badly burned that any 
attempt at identification was futile 
and in many instances only bones, 
even those partially burned, were 
found. 

Identification Tentative. 

Identification was attempted but 
was only tentative, being based for the 
most part on the location of the body 
when found. Prisoners aided to some 
extent in the work, but in no case 
were they able to identify a body with 
certainty. A dentist who did work 
for the prisoners also was aiding by 
examining the teeth in the skulls 
brought out. The bodies were to be 
buried in the New Lexington ceme- 
tery, near here, with markers for those 
whose identity was established. 

fodies believed to be those of John 
Duncan, Tdledo negro; Moses Lron- 
cho, Franklin county negro, and Ray 
Cooper, of Fairfield county, were iden- 
tified in this manner. 

Eight other bodies, impossible of 
identification, also were brought out. 
The stories of guards and convicts, 
indicated that in all probability many 
of those who were killed were tram- 
pled by their terrified fellow prison- 
ers in the mad rush for the exits. 

The dormitory, a barn-like struc- 
ture of wooden frame and corrugated 
iron covering, erected upon a 10-foot 
brick foundation, house 275 prisoners 
sleeping in two-tiered bunks, arrang- 
ed in pairs with narrow aisles be- 
tween. There are 288 men at the brick 
plant,’ but 13 of them are “trusties 
and were not sleeping in the dormi- 
tory.

In the Andes great 
mineral deposits have scarcely been 
scratched and the same region is yield- 
ing new herbs to science.” 

Peru’s Amazon irrigation project, by 
which the great river is to water dry 
regions of western South America, will 
contribute much to that country’s de- 
velopment, Mr. Moore deelared. The 
airplane, too, by facilitating transpor- 
tation in regions where land travel is 
difficult, is contributing to the prog- 
ress of the continent, he said. 

Moving pictures, Mr. Moore said, 
are doing much to stimulate progress 
in South America, because of their 
power of suggestion.

in History of Wall Street; 
Stocks Open Strong But Close 
Off Sharply. 


New York, October 
opened around Saturday's closing, sold | 
off sharply with the leaders meeting | 
support, slowed down on the decline, | 
and then recovered but with the vol-| 
ume considerably below last week.

Last week's turnover

last spring. Of last week’s turnover 
of 22,000,000 shares twenty-one stocks 
accounted for 10,000,000 shares. This 
from the viewpoint of trained market 
observers could only mean that the 
stock market was highly professional. 

A movement is under way on the 
part of stock exchange houses to 
again increase the margin on accounts 
carried for customers, This time the 
increase will be enough to make the 
margin requited on many stocks forty 
points and in some cases as much as 
fifty. 

Margins at Peak. 

There has never been a time in 
the history of Wall street when mar- 
gins have been as large as they are. 
As the margin on stocks grows larger 
the speculative risk is reduced and the 
investment factor increased accord- 
ingly. Unless the big outside public 
now speculating in the stock market 
as never before should suddenly for 
some reason or other decide to get out 
of the stock market undoubtedly it 
would take a considerable decline in 
prices to actually force the public 
out. In practice, however, a decline 
in prices of only a few points would 
cause brokers to call for additional 
margin to keep the forty and fifty 
points margin good. Continued call- 
ing for margin might bring about a 
change in public sentiment. At the. 
present time there is no change in the 
speculative picture and with margin

Today's offering of $300 
treasury eleven months tax cetiiet 
4 3-4 per cent notes at par is gen- 
erally believed here in Wall street to 
be a confession that a mistake was 
made last month by the treasury.
